Savannah. Ga., Nov. 29.—Two rail­ 
roads and a steamship company with 
terminals in Savannah are to be in­ 
dicted in the United States court now 
in session here for violating the Sher­ 
man and Elk in anti-trust acts, it is 
expected. 
The United States errand 
jury went into session after listening 
to a long charge from Judge Emory 
Speer dealing entirely with these two 
nattional acts. 
Judge Speer, in the conclusion of his 
charge dealing with the transportation 
problem, said: 
“But if the govern­ 
ment is as resolute and swerveless as 
It should be, and it seems its purpose 
to be; if the laws which are on the 
statute book s are regularly enforced; 
if the penalties are directed, not mere­ 
ly at the treasury of the corporations. I 
but on proof and conviction for plain 
violations, the agent, the trustees, the 
director, the president, the responsible 
party himself, is made to feel the pen-, 
aJties which follow the calm indigna-

bert O’H arra, elected by a plurality 
of elev en v otes, this decision to be re­ 
corded by the county co mmissio ners 
in order that this case may be hurried 
before the Indiana supreme co urt for 
final adjudication. 
The case of W hite 
was appealed to the local circuit court, 
which is expected to rule in fav o r of 
O'Harra. because of the law, which 
says that it is impossible to go behind 
the returns on a v oting machine, and ; 
the m atter will then be tak en to the 
state suprem e court. * 
The case is a strange one, in which 
a man actually defeated, but technical­ 
ly elected, may he permitted to serv e 
for two years as sheriff of the county. 1 
So mething was wrong with the v oting 
machine in Precinct 5, in Muncie, at 
the recent election, as a result of 
which 100 more v otes were cast there 
for the office of sheriff than Ihere 
were v o ters v oting, and O 'H arra ap­ 
parently receiv ed the extra 100 v otes. 
This gav e him a nominal plurality of 
elev en v otes in the county, while he 
was actually defeated by eighty-nine 
v otes according to the general beliei. 
Yet the v oting machine law giv es no 
recourse, apparently, in cases of this 
k ind.
